Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video file is an amateur video graphically depicting an execution and beheading. It is 
objectionable as it promotes and supports the infliction of extreme violence and cruelty. The video 
appears to be participant rather than bystander footage and allows the viewer to voyeuristically 
participate. The right to freedom of expression, as affirmed by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990, has been considered. However, this right is subject to reasonable limitations prescribed by law, 
and the clear intention of the FVPC Act is that publications which promote and support extreme 
violence and cmelty are deemed objectionable.
